SUPREME COURT DECISION IN 


NORTHERN SECURITIES CASE 


Washington, March 14.—(Bulletin.)-—The supreme court of the 
United 


States today handed down its decision in the case of the Northern Securi- 
ties' Company vs. The United States. 
. 
; 


The contentions of the government are upheld 
and the .merger is de- 


clared to foe in violation of the anti-trust act. Justice Harlan read the opin- 
ion of the court. 


"We deem it sufficient to say/' continued Justice Harlem, "that cer- 


tain deductions may be drawn from trcse decisions." 


Every contract, combination or conspiracy which operates in restraint 


of trade is unlawful, whether it be an unreasonable or a reasonable re- 
straint. Extinguish competition is to restrain commerce. It need net be 
shown that the combir.aiion resulted in a total sur-nrassion of trade. It is 
unlawful if it tends to restrain trat-e. 
This tendency alone is against 


the law." 


Justice Holmes dissented from the opinion of tlie court. He said in part: 


'•If a purchase of shares of stocks in two railroads because it might affect 
competition can be made a crime, congress 
may indeed go into many of 


transactions incident to every-day commercial affairs." 


NEW YORK, March 11— Financiers and officials in New York connect- 


ed with the Northern Securities company were taciturn today when ap- 
proached for an opinion on the decision and tlieir plans for future. J. J. 
Hill, president of the company, who conceived the merger, said: "I cannot 
discuss tne matter until I have1 read the text of the decision. I have no 
idea at, present what its scone is. Our railroad properties are still there 
and they cannot take them from us." 


The effect of the decision on stock is slight. It has been anticipated.

TOGO REPORTS 


On Last Bombardment of Port 'Arthur 


—Plainly Heard Shrieks of Dying 


Sailors. 


Tokio; March 14.—Admiral Togo has 


made a full report of the fourth attack 
on Port Arthur by the Japanese fleet 
on March 10. The report follows: 


"Our squadron, as prearranged, at- 


tacked the enemy at Pert Arthur on 
March 10. Our two torpedo flotillas 
reached the mouth of the harbor at 
Port Arthur at 1 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 10th. Finding no enemy and 
waiting until dawn, one flotilla engag- 
ed in .sinking special mines in the 
harbor entrance. Notwithstanding the 
enemy's fire, our flotilla succeeded in 
sinking the mines. - The other flotilla 
met the enemy's torpedo .flotilla, eor.- 
tistins of six boats, south of Port Ar- 
thur.' A hot engagement occurred at 
close range for 30 minutes. The enemy 
then took, flight 


"Our fire greatly damaged the Rus- 


sian ships, one of which was badly 
crippled by a shot through the boilers, 
and another was observed to be on Sn>. 
So close were the two flotillas to each 
other that our destroyers nearly louch- 
"ed the enemy's ships and our crews 
could evea hear the cries of agony ol 
the injured men on them. 
' "We sustained some damage and 
loss. The Akatsuki had a steam pipe 
broken and four stokers were killed 
thereby- Our loss was seven kil'ed an'« 
eight wounded. 


"Our other flotilla, while leaving the 


harbor entrance, observed two Russian 
torpedo boats coming from seaward 
and immediately ensasod them, the 
battle lasting one hour. After causing 
ihem severe damage one cf Uioin Af- 
fected its escape, bat oar destroyer, 
the'Sasanmi. captured Ihf other boat 
which poved to foe the StewguschtciiJ. 


"Notwithstanding the lan-1 batteries 


pouring a heavy fire on our fJota23a the 
captured vessel was tak<»n in low. Ow- 
ing to the high sea the tow line sron 
parted and the Sa«anir,i fcnirl it 
cssary to lake the crew from the 
sian boat and abandon the 
chtohj, which finally sank at 1 <•:•!<> 
o'clock. 


"The 
enemy's crnfecrs. the Xovik 


and the Bay an, steamed out of the en- 
trance of the harbor toward us, but ob- 
serving the approach of our cruiser 
squadron, retired to the harbor. Our 
fiotilla suffered some damage, but not 
heavy. The Sasanmi and the Akatsuki 
had two sailors killed and sub-Lieuten- 
ant Shima, of the Akatsuki, and three 
sailors were wounded. 
' "Our main and cruiser squadron, ar- 
rived off Port Arthur at 8 o'clock anc1 


the cruisers immediately advanced to- 
ward the harbor entrance to protect 
the torpedo flotilla. The main squad- 
ron advanced near Lao Thie- Shan and 
opened an indirect cannonade against 
the inner harbor from 10 o'clock to 
1:40 o'clock. According to the obser- 
vations made by one of our cruisers 
facing the entrance the bombardment 
was remarkably effective. During out- 
cannonade the enemy's land batteries 
fired, but none of our ships suffered 
any damage. Another cruiser squad- 
ron went-to Ta3ien-'WairaiJd~bombard- 
ed the enemy's fortress on Samshan- 
tao, damaging the buildings thereon. 


"The cruisers Takasago and Caihaya 


reconnoitered the west coast of the 
Port Arthur peninsula, but did not find 
the eremy. The-Paissiaii torpedo boat 
destroyer damaged in the third attack 
on Port Arthur was found to be the; 
Wnushitarinuy, which had been com- 


from the direction of Pigeon bay, 
where the Russians reported sighting 
double the previous number of Japan- 
ese vessels, anrl it is supposed that 
transports of various kinds accompany 
the fleet It is reported that the Hetvi- 
zan, which, it is understood, was then 
inside the entrance of the harbor, was 
struck several times and that there 
were fatalities among the crew. 


It is also said that the Golden Hill 


forts were badly damaged and that 
there were many casualties among the 
remaining noncombatauts in the new- 
town, which, suffered most. One build- 
ing in the rear of the war bureau was 
destroyed and elsewhere a shell anni- 
hilated an entire family. 


The Russians are suppressing 
the 


circulation.'of foreign newspapers, aad 
any person suspected of being a corre- 
spondent is ordered out of their lines. 
Residents of Port Arthur assert that 
the defenders of that place possess the 
u elusion that British officers command 
he Japanese ships. A police officer, 
who had been prominent in expelling 
,uspeets, killed himself, it is believed, 
on account of his failure to apprehend 
newspaper correspondents.

The cruisers 
observed the lange of effective firing 
and sigzalled the results suggestions 
by wireless telegraphy. These obser- 
\ations and reports greatly aided the 
gunners in their effort to make every 
shot count 


Admiral Togo was unable tc definite 


Jy learn the results of the nombarcl- 
ment, but later private reports indicate 
lhat much destruction was caused in 
ihe bay. There also was damage to 
batteries. 


Admiral Togo is permanently num-

HE development of Japan's navy the departing battleships had vanished 


over the horizon, so the old Japan was 
to vanish, and, compared to the long 
ages of its past, almost as swiftly. 


from a handful of worthless 
junks into out- of the finest bod- 
ies of fighting vessels in the 


world within the since of four decades 
is unparalleled in the naval history 
of the world. This marvelous develop- 
ment could not havi taken place if tbe 
nation had not posM'«sed the innate -in- 
telligence and inheieiit bravery with- 
out which neither military nor naval 
progress is possible. The adoption of 
modern methods was new to the Japs, 
but they did not ha\e to acquire cour- 
age or intelligence, for those they have 
always had. 
Under the old daiinioa 


the Japanese were constantly at war 
with each other,by land and- by sea, 
but their warfare until a few decades 
ago was waged in the most primitive 
fashion. They ha-\ <> always been good 
sailors. They could not be otherwise 
and exist iu the peculiarly located lit- 
tle empire which they love so well. 
Tens of thousands of Japanese get 
their living from the sea, and the av- 
erage Jap takes to the water as natu- 
rally as a duck. It was therefore but 
natural that when" the mikado began to 
get together a nav^ of fighting ships 
worthy the name ho found ready com- 
paratively well 'trained men to man 
them. A little, a very little, training 
gave the Japanese the knowledge nec- 
essary to enable them to use the guns 
with reasonable effectiveness, and the 
empire began to get ambitious in a na- 
val way.

Bf the great victories in the ancient 
times was the almost complete destruc- 
tion of an immense army of Chinese 
that had sailed across In their junks to 
invade OIK- of the Jap islands. The Ce- 
lostials uever reached shore. 
Lesson of the Ships, 


The first glimpse of the 
western 


world that had come to lire the Japa- 
nese imagination was the sight of a 
fleet of warships. What wonder, then, 
that one of the initial activities of the 
awakening nation was in the direction 
of the construction of a larger navy? 
The first tangible start seems to have 
been in the purchase from the United 
States government of the Stonewall 
Jackson, a 1,300 ton ship oarrying a 
ten ton gun, besides smaller ones, a 
powerful vessel for that day.

was renamed the Adzuma, and, with 
her as a model, the Japs began that ca-

peace this time, merchantmen carrying 
strange wares. 
Cut' the articles of 


trade were not the only cargoes. Every 
ship brought the tales of another civi- 
lization. The Jap mind proved" fertile 
soil for this new seed. Almost imme- 
diately it took root, and in a few years 
the land was overrun by new ideas. 
Perry's visit was in 1853. and in 1868 
came the revolution that placed the 
present mikado on the throne in fact 
as well as in name. All nations were 
now admitted to the Japanese ports, 
and the emperor at once began to lib- 
eralize his policy by calling around him 
men who were a'dvocates of the new 
order. 
Most prominent among these 


were Marquis Ito and Count Inouye. 
From a warring theater of the retain- 
ers of petty lords Japan suddenly be- 
came a united nation. Out of the idea 
of nationality grew "the conception of 
a well defined national mission—that 
of being the leader of the orient in the 
introduction of western civilization. 
Almost" in the twinkling of an eye the 
old exclusiveness disappeared, visitors 
were welcomed, and Japs began to 
travel. 
Perceiving the wonderful ad- 


has had such remarkable results. The 
purchase of the Adzuma was made in 
18CG, two years before the revolution. 
In 1877 another and greater ship was 
bought. 
This was the Fooso, 3,718 


tons, double screw, speed, thirteen 
knots. This ship carried a broadside 
central battery and was 220 feet long. 
Three small ironclads, the Kongo, Hi- 
yei and Rin^'o, of 1,300 tons each, were 
added in the two years following. These 
constituted the Japanese navy in 1880. 


In the succeeding decade only two 


ironclads were added to the list,

Washington, March 14.—Many Dem

-who. represent the government in the 
Indian Territory. If that report had

continued the very men in office who, 
his own agents say, are corrupt and 
venal and should be driven from the 
public service.

This 
result has been brought about largely 
by spraying for the- fungus and insect 
foes which, ruined 
many orchards. 


Growers all over the state have taken 
up the work and some marvelous crops 
have been grown in recent years. This 
will no doubt, with the present high 
prices for this fruit, lead to more ex- 
tensive planting in the near future 
than for several years past. Hundreds 
and thousands of trees are planted ev- 
ery year by farmers who simply plant 
the' trees and then leave them to fight 
it out with a legion of foes. 


Under such conditions it is no won- 


c7er that the trees are not profitable. 
We actually know of a young orchard 
Having been planted' largely among a 
lot of young forest trees that had a 
better start than the apples, with the 
result that the apple trees are but lit- 
tle larger than when planted, while tlie 
others tower far above them. Another 
orchard a few years old was used to 
turn stock into this winter with the re- 
sult that trees almost ready tto bear 
are ruined. So long as these methods 
are followed the careful grower 
has 


not much to fear In the way of over- 
production from farm orchards. From 
present indications it would seem to 
be a good time for those having soil 
and location suitable to engage in 
more extensive orchard planting. 
At 


the present most of the.apples used in 
Newark are shipped in, not a few of 
them from New York orchards. 
The 


money for these ought to remain with 
Licking county farmers and will in 3 
few years if the orchards of the future 
are cared for as'tfrey should be, pro 
vided a wise choice has been made as 
to varieties. f Those interested should 
send to the experiment station for the 
bulletin, "Suggestions, for Apple Cul- 
ture," -which, contains much valuable 
information on the subject O. E. C.

the east, west, north and south is to 
give British manufacturers an oppor- 
tunity of showing tbe colonies and 
foreign countries that Great Britain 
can hold her own commercially with 
Germany, France or the United States.

INSTALLMENT FUNERALS. 


Chlcagro Concern Malies Contracts 


With Living? Persons For Burial. 
Funeral contracts are a new idea 


•which n Chicago company is setting be- 
fore the public, says a Chicago dis- 
patch. It contracts to bury persons, 
and the funeral expenses are paid on 
the installment plan. It has six differ-- 
cnt contracts, ranging from $50 to $300. 
The method of doing business is the 
same as any installment bouse—that is, 
one makes a small payment at the time 
the contract is entered into and then 
pays so much a month..?! to §0, accord- 
ing to the price of tbe funeral desired. 


For instance, if one desires a fifty dol- 


lar funeral he pays $1 down and $1 a 
month 
for 
forty-eight 
consecutive 


months. At the time of the funeral the 
last payment-is paid. While tbe month- 
ly m=ta!!nients are being paid, if the 
bolder of tbe contract dies, he and bis 
friends are released from further pay- 
ment. So if a man should make'a con- 
tract today for a $30 or even a $300 fu- 
neral and should die tomorrow the 
company is bound by tbe terms to bury 
him, 
although he had paid only one in- 


stallment. 
A contract may cover as 


many as five persons whose names are 
written in it. 
Should any one of the 


five pass into tbe beyond at any time 
after the first payment is made all fur- 
ther payments cease. 


The company's contract covers all 


ages from two to sixty-five .years. A 
contract was recently made for a sev- 
enty-five dollar funeral with a man 
who said he had never been ill a day 
in his life.

Now that the Panama canal treaty 


has been ratified by the senate it is 
expected that the commission appoint- 
ed by the president to supervise tbe 
construction of the waterway will go 
at once to the isthmus and begin ar- 
rangements for work on a large scale. 


Rear Admiral John G. Walker, U. S. 


N., retired, who is to have charge of 
the digging of the canal, has probably 
given more stujy to the subject than 
any other American. He was appoint- 
ed chairman of the Nicaragua canal 
commission In 3S07 by President Mc- 
Klnley and made a strong report in fa- 
vor of tbe Nicaragua route. Congress 
authorized another comini-ssion, and in 
1800 
President McKinley again ap- 


pointed Hear Admiral Walker its presi- 
dent. A second report was made in 
favor of the Kicaragua route.

•a "Jieatenant commander and-continued^ 
in active service in the fleets until the 
close of the v-ar. In" 1894 he reached 
the grade of rear admiral and was re- 
tired by law at the age of sixty-two in 
December, 1397.

"Where's Dorsey V" -asked the city 


editor sharply.

HARD 
WOOD OR ITS SIMILITUDE 


IDEAL FOR THE SUMMER HOME. 


\n Light nnd Enxlly I^nld 


Over an Old Vloor—Maple Touzh 
nnd Hard iVviit-inK — Other Good 
Woods—Bordcru uiid Ceiitcro. 
Have a hardwood floor. It is cool, 


clean, therefore healthful, and beauti- 
ful if tastefully planned and well laid. 
In a very practical talk in the Ohio 
Farmer on the making of such floors 
the following occurs: 


When building a house it is best per 


haps to lay the floors of the regular

thickness, but when laying tbem after- 
ward the veneer flooring should be 
used, laying it over tbe original floor 
without disturbing it. The thickness va- 
ries, the three-eighths inch being most 
commonly used, and it comes in sev- 
eral kinds of natural wood, perfectly 
smooth on the face of the strips and 
tongued and grooved on ends and sides 
so that they can be both end and side 
matched. 
The widths are from !*/> 


inch face upward. Little work is need- 
ed after it is laid, as most of the joints 
will be perfect and at the most only a 
little rubbing with sandpaper is needed 
before tbe finish is applied. The three- 
eighths incb veneer is .light and easy 
to handle and can be laid by one who 
is not an expert, saving some expense. 


Maple is best for floors which come 


to heavy wear, being tough and show- 
ing little effect of wear if kept shel- 
lacked. If a border is desired some of 
tbe strips may be stained with walnut 
stain, which comes ready for use, or 
strips of natural wood may be used, 
cherry or beech being especially band- 
some. White and red oak, either plain 
or quarter sawed, are useful for par- 
lors or rooms where only ordinary wear 
comes on tbe wood. Birch, beech, wal- 
nut, 
cherry, even mahogany, curly 


birch, birdseye and curly maple, red- 
wood and sycamore are to be had. 


Borders worked in various colored 


woods can be purchased if desired, but 
usually the,-border is made while lay- 
ing the floor, alternating dark and light 
strips to suit the fancy. In fastening 
the veneer tbe nails are put obliquely 
through the tongue of each strip, which 
holds the new floor firmly to the old one 
without disfiguring it with nail boles, 
and when the floor is laid log cabin 
style it can, be so braced that but few- 
nails need be put through from the top, 
the last two strips laid being the only 
ones %that cannot be fastened other- 
wise. 
The first cut shows how the 


floor is laid, tbe center being filled in 
as the border is begun, if desired, or as 
in the second cut. 


For a border for a maple floor, three 


strips of the natural color, then two 
stained strips, two natural color and 
one stained strip are pretty. 


After a aaple floor is laid it should 


be given two coats of shellac. As we
